~ Local veteran hosts Michigan Chapter of Special Forces 


. Dave Fetters.

East Jordan — Alan Swan, a retired teacher, has a home 
and a piece of land outside of East Jordan, where he lives 
with his dog, Gonzo, and plies his retirement trade - glass- 
blowing. Several times a year Alan meets with the Michigan 
Chapter of the U.S. Army Special Forces Association. 

Swan is a Vietnam veteran and a Green Beret. Last week- 
end he hosted a Chapter camp-out ‘and barbecue for Michigan 
Special Forces veterans. 

The group in Swan’s backyard was not an shmsadiaiely 
awe-inspiring one. It looked very much like a typical gather- 
ing of middle-aged couples and a few handsome dogs, gath- 
ered around a very nice hard-wood campfire. The food being 
served — large pieces of roasted chicken, and buffalo barbecue 
sandwiches, followed by homemade cakes and pies — was 
above standard picnic fare. 

It turns out not just the food was sigue average. 

It was a gathering of Green Berets. While not every at- | 
tendee was a Vietnam vet, most were (one joined right after 
Vietnam and served in places as diverse as Colombia and 
Grenada and Afghanistan before retiring in 2002; one was 
both a Korean War and Vietnam vet). And without exception, 
they were the brightest and best of their day. ~ 

The group was established in 1991, and Mike'Reyes, the 
Chapter treasurer and original member, was in attendance 
with his wife, Gloria. Dave Fetters, the Chapter president, 
was also there, as was Trudy, his wife. The Chapter encour- - 
ages wives and children tobe in-attendance: 

There were clues to extraordinariness, if you wee look- 
ing: Harry Smith was having a casual conversation about 
grandchildren when he was joined by Kay, who was intro- 


duced as a South Korean guest. He immediately addressed her. 
in Korean. Not your average parlor trick. 


But on the whole, the gathering was very informal and 
family-oriented. The members seem comfortable with each 
other, welcoming, and close. The ability to bond is essential 
to a Green Beret. . : 

“Ttisa fraternity of individuals. who have shared a similar 
experience,” said Fetters. 

About three percent of Army ee are invited to join 
the volunteer Special Forces, and of those who accept, about 
50 percent don’t finish the grueling training. Selection is 
gauged by physical ability, mental acuity and level of educa- 
tion. 8 . 

When a high-performing member of the regular army is 
invited to volunteer for Special Forces, he must endure the 
rigorous training. First is jump school ~ every Green Beret is 
“airborne qualified.” Then there are the physical tests: run- 
ning, jumping, throwing dummy grenades, swimming... four 
laps in an Olympic-sized pool... in fatigues. Then on to Spe- 
cial Forces school where candidates are trained in a military 
occupational specialty (MOS) and cross- -trained i in at least one 
more. 


“You know that saying — ‘Don’t sweat the small stuff’?” 


asked Trudy Fetters. ae Special Forces sweat the small 


stuff.” 
The MOSs are Operations and Intelligence. The candi- 
dates were sleep-deprived and went without adequate food . 


and water at times as part of their training. They were inun- 


dated with the message that “the mission comes first.” 

- “A lot of people were smart enough and strong enough,” 
said Bill Schrader, (a Green Beret, who was one of the origi- 
nal 300 to be so honored at Fort Bragg by President Kennedy 


in 1962). “But you had to be able to get along with each other 


under pressure.” 
The basic unit of Special Forces is the A-Team, which

consists of two officers and two specialists in each MOS, as 
well as a contingent of trairied and paid “indigenous” person- 
nel. Besides being familiar with the specific military occupa- 
tion of the troops in their command, officers were also 
responsible for the indigenous personnel. 

Fetters was an A-Team officer, and his team’s base was in 
a clearing in the jungle. 

“We were te-supplied by Air Force cargo planes carrying 
rice, moriey, ammo, and live chickens and pigs. We paid for 
all the [indigenous] troops in the camp. We took care of their 
needs.” | | . 

Because they were'so small — never more than 12 Ameri- 
cans, and sometimes only six, with at least two in the field at 
all times — the teams became very close. “We became good 
friends through mutual support,” Fetters said. 

Reconnaissance groups, or Recon; were made of two 
American Green Beret and four indigenous personnel, who 
would go in their small teams, infiltrating into Laos and Cam- 
bodia and North Vietnam to find the enemy, interrupt enemy 


. communications or supply lines, or on “Bright Light” rescue 


missions, to locate downed pilots. Because these teams were 
too small to engage the enemy, they would radio to the Air 
Force or helicopter gunships. - 
However, according to a couple vets who were on many 
recon missions, when they were above the DMZ — demilita- 
rized zone — they were not officially recognized even by the 
United States Army, and their jobs were therefore extraordi- 
narily hazardous. They were trained in the culture of the 


countries they infiltrated, and often worked in civilian clothes,. 


with no identification of any kind. If caught, their strategy 
was denial. 

“They were classified ops. The U.S. was in Viewiann, but 
Ho Chi Minh was sending troops through Cambodia. We’d go 
into Laos and Cambodia sterile — no uniforms, no dog tags,. - 
no ID of any kind,” Recon team member Bob Strange said. 
“In actuality recon groups were killed or murdered — they did- 


- n’t take POWs. We disturbed them big time. 


“Everything we ae was classified. We were young kids, 
Green Berets — bad ass.’ ; 
Those kids signed a release saying they would never, 
ever talk about the things they did should they survive the | 


‘ war. The rest of their lives. It was top secret. 


“We were 20° years old,” Strange said. “Most of us said 
‘This is cool!” 
George Sternberg, who was also recon, described it this 
way: “I had skills, I had health, and I was crazy!”. 
To this day Sternberg says that Special Forces vets don’ t. 


like to stay in the military code, military dress or.anything, | 


and in civilian life stay resourceful and outspoken. 

But the “top secret” status seems to have worn on some 
of them eventually. Sternberg described frequent flashbacks, 
and Strange said he experienced what he called “intrusive | 
thoughts” about the war. 

' “There are anniversaries. I remember the days Charlie 
lost his leg, or the day Paul was killed,” ‘Siange said. And so 


Michigan Special Forces veterans camp- -out in East Jordan, 


in the mid-90’s, when much of the Vietnam Special Forces 
action was declassified, Strange filed a claim with the VA and. 
began to receive counseling — more than 30 years after he left. 
Vietnam. 

The counseling he got Sointed him first to a group of 
Special Forces veterans who were specifically Recon, and 
from there he got involved with the Michigan Chapter of the 
US. Army Special Forces Association. 

Which brought him to Al Swan’s backyard. 

Eventually all these Michigan men returned to the U.S. -. 
and to their families. They went back to school and earned de- . 
grees, or went to work and provided for their families, and put 
the work of extraordinary men behind them for atime. - 

Schrader said, “There’s not enough said about the support 


of military wives. I never got anything negative from home. 
‘She knew I had to stay focused. She knew I couldn’t do any- 


thing about [a crisis at home].” He said that the advent of cell 
phone and e-mail communications probably makes it easy for - 
today’s military spouses (more often husbands than in prior 
times) to report day-to-day troubles, and Schrader felt that 
was detrimental. 

“To keep their husbands alive she needs to not tell igs 
everything,” he said, reasserting that safety was very depend- 
ent on being focused. 

When Fetters was becoming an engineer at Michigan 
State University, after his tour in Vietnam, he said the campus 
was filled with protestors. He and the other veterans 1EpOREe” 
them. 

“We had work to do,” he said. And degrees to earn, and 
in some cases families to raise. He believes his time in the 
Army has served him well in all of his life. 

“The Army may give us more responsibility than we 
think we can possibly handle,” he said. And those who rise to. 
the challenge benefit the rest of their lives. 

So last weekend the Michigan chapter met, as they do 
four times a year. 

There was no arrogance there, but these men: all know 
what they wouldn’t say: They were a cut above. They were in 
a league.of their own. They made the grade. They saved lives. 
They got no recognition. In some cases, they were denied 
medals they earned because to a certain extent, the Army . 
couldn’t acknowledge them at all. But they know. 

“It?s a secret army,” Swan said. “Where the regular Army 
had tanks and fighter jets, we had rifles and natives.

Jared Danbert burst onto the prep gridiron scene in a big way 
two years ago. Danbert, then a sophomore playing as a two-way 
starter for coach Adam Grybauskus on the Central.Lake- 
Ellsworth squad, faced one of those high stakes, do-or-die situa- 
tions that’s fun to dream about but rather aaa to actually 
confront. 

Danbert was called on by his coach to kick a final-minute field 
goal against Ski Valley rival Mancelona. Playing at the field of 
the Ironmen, he had to attempt the kick from the right hash mark 
with his team down 28-27 and the outcome of the game — and the 
2007 Ski Valley Conference title — riding on his success. 

If Danbert was nervous, it didn’t show. It was a challenging 
spot for a sophomore to find himself but the young man came 
through in spectacular fashion, splitting the uprights to give the 
Trojans a dramatic 30-28 triumph. 

I happened to be on the sidelines that night covering the game 
for the Record-Eagle. In the dozens of times since when I’ve seen 
Jared’s name in the paper, usually for scoring touchdowns and/or 
returning punts for touchdowns for the Trojans or for scorching 
the nets during basketball season for the Lancers, it always re- 
minds me of the warm September evening in 2007 when he came 
through in the clutch, making the winning field goal. 

Jared has proven that his compelling achievement two years 
ago was no fluke. He has continued to make his mark on the grid- 
iron for Grybauskus and the Trojans just as he has continued to 
make the twine dance for Ellsworth on the hardwood. 

As he enters his final prep gridiron season as a two-way starter 
at running back and defensive back for Grybauskus and the Tro- 
jans, he carries the weight of high expectations. As a junior, Dan- 
bert earned All-State honors while helping Central 
Lake-Ellsworth post a 9-2 record. He amassed 1,385 yards rush- 
ing,,averaging a.dizzying.9.1.yards.every. time he touched the~ 
ball. He caught 10 passes for 195 yards and scored 29 times, in- 
cluding four punt returns for touchdowns.

The First Time Homebuyer Credit. 


Program is designed to boost de- 
mand for housing. The program, 
which requires homes to close 
prior to December 1, 2009, allows 
‘a first time homebuyer or anyone 
.who has not owned a home in the 
past three years to qualify for up 
to $8,000 as a tax credit on their 
federal income tax. As with any 
program,-certain restrictions do 
apply, but many homebuyers will 
qualify for this program. Primary 
_ determining factors for the pro- 
gram are the price of the home 


Rules for the program are pretty 
simple. A buyer qualifies for a tax 
credit of 10% of the price paid for 
the home up toa maximum of 
$8,000. For example, if you pur- 
chased a home for $65,000 your. 
credit would be $6,500(10%), but if 
you purchased a home for $80,000 
or above your credit would be the 
$8,000. There is no maximum home 
value provided you meet the other 


required criteria. The home must be — 


used as your principal residence. A 
single person must have an adjusted 
gross income of under $95,000 to . 
qualify and a married couple must - 
show adjusted gross income under 


- $170,000. There is no repayment of 


the tax credit required provided you 


use it only as your principal resi- 


dence for-36 months after closing. 
Your tax advisor can advise you on 
penalties if you do not fulfill the 36 
month rule. |
